оп account of illness. 


''he minutes of the meeting of 
September 25th, 1919, were read 
and approved. 


Mr. William B. Gwinnell appeared 
before the Board to urge the stand- 
ardization of salaries of city em- 
ployees as recommended by the State 
Civil Service Commission. “Оп be- 
half of the special committee of the 
Board of Trade appointed with ref- 
erence to this subject, I desire to 
endorse this plan of the State Civil 
Service Commission. At a meeting 
of the Board of Trade held last Feb- 
ruary, in a report on city expendi- 
tures, the most important specific 
recommendation was the standardi- 
zation of salaries through the use 
of the services of the State Civil 
Service Commission, because of the 
high cost of living and adjustment 
of just standards of compensation 
for city employees. I trust that you 
will give favorable consideration to 
this proposal of the State Civil Ser- 


vice Commission to formulate spe- 
cific recommendations for the stand- 
ardization of salaries of city em- 
ployees." 


Commissioner Archibald: І still 
insist that we ought to wait until 
the Municipal Bureau of Research 
submit their report. They have made 
a very exhaustive investigation of 
the salary question and I am in- 
formed that their report will be sub- 
mitted to the Commission within a 
few days. 


Commissioner Raymond: I would 
like to know who these people are 
who are going to tell us how to run 
our business. We are keeping the 
tax rate down; my department is 
well able to take care of itself. I 
do not see any reason why I should 
endorse the recommendation of any 
one with reference to the standardi- 


-zation of salaries of city employees. 


Civil Service Commissioner Wright: 
I have a statement regarding the 
standardization of salaries of city 
employees which I will read. 


Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of the 
Commission: The Legislature of 
1918 passed a law requiring the 
State Civil Serviee Commission to 
Prepare а elassifieation and salary 
standardization plan for the classi- 
fied civil. service of the State, and 
made the acceptance of this plan 
compulsory for the State service. At 
the same session a bill was intro- 
duced which subsequently became 
Chapter 54 of the Session Laws of 


1918, requiring this Commission to 
prepare a similar classification of 
the classified civil service of the 
various municipalities operating un- 
der its jurisdiction, and “suggest 
standards of salaries or wages to be 
paid” all officers and employees in 
such service: Acting in obedience to 
this statute, the Commission has pre- 
pared a classification and standardi- 
zation plan for Mercer County, Un- 
ion County, Passaic County, Bergen 
County, the cities of Paterson and 
Elizabeth, and is starting the work 
in Trenton. The work on the smaller 
municipalities is practically com- 
pleted, and we believe will be adopted 
in every case aS soon as it can prop- 
erly be placed before the respective 
governing bodies, and we are ready 
апа willing to proceed with the clas- 
sification of the Newark Service. 


The need for proper classification 
of public employees has been appar- 
ent to public officials for a long time, 
and the employment problem in the 
public service has been rendered 
acute by the conditions growing out 
of the war. Up until 1917, the inter- 
est in this matter had not become 
general. Chicago did establish a class- 
ifieation of its civil service as much 
as ten years ago, but it fell into more 
` or less disuse. New York City, a few 
years ago, spent a-great deal of 
money on the same problem, but with 
changing administrations Httle was 
accomplished. A Senate Commitice 
made a study and an elaborate report 
of the New York State Service, but 
the interests back of the old un- 
business-like methods of fixing sal- 
aries and compensation prevented its 
adoption. 


As the demands on Ше public 
treasury for carrying on the ordinary 
activities of government have in- 
creased, and as the problems of 
just and fair’ compensation for 
public employees has become a 
matter of great importance, ad- 
ministration authorities everywhere 
have found it necesary to recognize 
the importance of the employment 


situation and have been seeking to 
substitute for the old employment 
and compensation methods a new 
policy based on sound business prin- 
ciples. The classification and stand- 
ardization plan has been in opera- 
tion in the State Service for two 
years and during the most difficult 
period in our history, and we have 
accomplished more in the equaliza- 
tion of salaries and in establishing a 
sound employment policy in the State 
than the strongest advocates of the 
classification principle believed 
would be possible for even normal 
times. In our own State and in Illi- 
nois, Ohio and Wisconsin, a classifi- 
eation plan has been applied, as well 
as in a number of county and munici- 
pal services, and work is already in 
progress, or about to begin, in Can- 
ada for the 60,000 employees in the 
Dominion Service; in the City of 
Montreal; in the Province of Quebec; 
in the United States Service, for the 
more than 100,000 employees sta- 
tioned at Washington; in Colorado, 
Idaho, Connecticut, Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia and "Toronto. 


Equal pay for equal service, the 
establishment of a minimum for each 
kind of service, an increase from 
year to year to a reasonable and Ваш 
maximum, above which an employee 
should not be paid so long as he 
continues to perform that kind of 
work, are the primary bases upon 
which the classification and salary 
standardization plan is to be. es-- 
tablished. Everyohe acquainted with 
the present practices knows that em- 
ployees in one department or branch 
of the Service in many cases are 
carrying less responsibility, pertorm- 
ing actually less work and receiving 
as much as 10095 more salary than 
employees of equal qualifications 
and performing equally important 
work in other departments. This is 
neither fair to the employees, nor to 
the public, and does not tend to pro- 
дисе good feeling, enthusiasm or 
greater efficiency in carrying on de- 
partmental work. A classification 


plan will, on the one hand, acquaint 
the worker as well as the empioyer,- 
with the possibilities of his position; 
it will provide a definite and fixed 
plan of promotion by which the am- 
bitious and capable employee may 
proceed step by step from the lowest 
to the highest position in the Service; 
it will prevent, largely, discrimina- 
tion against one class or grade of 
employees in favor of another class 
or grade, and will be a powerful 
incentive for more efficient service. 
It wil, on the other hand, be 
of direct and .practieal value to 
the various, Departmental Heads 
and: the Commission as a whole in 
preparing the budget estimates from 
year to year, and determining proper, 
compensation advancement, in that 
they will have access to complete 
and detailed information concerning 
every positton and every group of 
positions in the public service. 


I do not believe that there is need 

for extending the argument in favor 
of a classification system. You have 
already established something of the 
kind in the Water Department, which 
has worked well, and a.very definite 
elassification has been established 
for years in the Police and Fire De- 
partments. No one would undertake 
to defend the proposition that there 
should be no fixed standard as to 
rank or salaries in the Police and 
Fire Departments, and that the Com- 
mission in passing on proposed sal- 
ary advances should take up the 
individual cases; yet this is exactly 
what is being done throughout the 
City Service. If it is a good thing 
to have some plan of classification 
in the Water Department, and it is 
essential to have definite ranks and 
. grades in the Police and FireoDe- 
partments, it can be argued with 
equal force that the same necessity 
prevails in all other departments 
throughout the City Service. 

The question which naturally 
arises in the minds of the public 
and the administratitve heads is, will 
it tend to reduce the cost of the 


public service, or will it increase the 
cost, and the employees will be 
anxicus to know whether they will 
fare as well under a classification 
plan, in which they will be placed 
in the proper grade for their respec- 
tive positions, based upon a careful | 
study of the work which they per- 
form, their duties andresponsibilities, 
as under the present system. In an- 
swer to the first question, we cannot 
assure either the public or the Com- 
missioners that it will reduce the 
present salary budget; it will prob- 
ably not. Neither can we give as- 
surance that it will cost less in the 
future than the plans which have 
heretofore been followed. These are 
matters that will depend entirely on 
the liberality of the Commission in 
providing further increases and the 
needs of the Service, but it will make 
possible the handling of this highly 
important problem in a business-like 
way, and will provide the machinery 
for the equalization of salaries, which 
is recognized as fundamental to the 
fair treatment of public employees. 
In reply to the question which will 
be raised by the employees, we can 
assure them that their positions will 
be fairly and honéstly appraised, and 
that the salary limits placed on such 
positions will be determined upon 
after the most careful consideration, 
and that the maximum of such limits 
will be as much as the public can 
be justly asked to pay in exchange 
for the type and character of service 
rendered. No one can justly ask 
more than this. Definite steps will 
also be provided for promotion from 
one grade to another, and the same 
opportunity, or even better oppor- 
tunities, for advancement will be 
had under the new plan. 


I shall not attempt to discuss in 
full detail all that the classification 
study involves. It means, briefly, that 
we shall be required to make an inti- 
mate and careful study of everyoné 
of the 5,000 or more positions in the 
City Service, and appraise the duties 
performed ín comparison with those 


performed by every other city em- 
ployee doing a similar kind of work, 
and to establish a plan in which 
every employee will find his proper 
and logical place. This will involve 
a tremendous amount of work and the 
procedure will be somewhat as fol- 
lows: 


History and duties cards, or ques- 
tionnaires, will be distributed, 
through the Department Heads and 
the Branch Bureau Heads, to every 
individual employee in the Service, 
after conference and discussion with 
such Department and Bureau Heads 
as is necessary for them to fully un- 
derstand the purpose of this work. 
These records, on their return, will 
be checked with the departmental 
lists and payrolls, will be classified 
into service and grades, as the char- 
acter of the duties require, and a 
tentative classification plan for each 
department will be prepared. We 
shall desire, through conferences, the 
closest co-operation and the frequent 
advice of the Departmental, and 
Branch or Bureau Heads, to whom 
we will submit our tentative classi- 
fication. Through these conferences, 
which will reach all the way from 
the individual up to the Director, it 
will be our purpose to see that every 
position, no matter how unimportant, 
shall be given its proper place in the 
classification scheme, and with the 
re-adjustment and the corrections 
that are to be made as the work 
progresses, we feel that, with the 
full co-operation of the City Authori- 
ties, we shall be able to place before 
the Commission a complete plan by 
December 15th. 


In undertaking the work, since we 
do not have sufficient funds, we will 
be obliged to ask the Commission 
to furnish us some assistance and 
to authorize the expenditure of a 
small amount of money. Our work 
will not interfere with departmental 
business. We would request the 
Commission to authorize: 


1. The expenditure of a sum not 
exceeding $5,000 for this work, 


which 18 to be expended only in рау- 
ing extra assistants which cannot 
be furnished by our own force or by 
the departments, for necessary sup- 
plies such as stationery, typewriter 
rental, etc., and necessary traveling 
or living expenses. We may be ге- 
quired to spend the full amount or 
we may be able to complete the work 
with half this amount. 


2. The detail of one employee by 
each Commissioner to assist us in 
collecting the preliminary data, 
whose services will be required for 
probably one month. 

3. The employment o£ three clerk- 
stenographers for a period of about 
three months. 

4. The rental of three typewriter 
desks and machines, if they cannot 
be supplied by the departments. 


5. Assignment of sufficient office 
space to accommodate a half dozen 
employees. 


With this outlay and assistance, 
we believe the work can Бе ассош- 
plished at a minimum expense 
amounting to not more than 20% 


: or 25% of the cost to the City if a 


private concern was called in to 
do the work, and we also believe that 
our intimate khowledge of the em- 
ployment problems in the city will 
make possible a much better classi- 
fication than could possibly be made 
by outsiders who are not acquainted 
with local conditions. 


In conclusion, I want to say that 
we will not expect to establish a per- 
fect classification and one that will 
not need adjusting and changing to 
meet conditions as they arise from 
time to time. We shall not hope 
to prepare a classification which will 
provide that every employee shall 
receive the maximum salary to which 
he personally feels that he is en- 
titled. We can and will, however, 
establish a classification based on 
fairness and justice, both to the em- 
ployee and the employing public, and 
one which will establish without 
question the proper basis for the 


development of а better and more 
effective, method of handling this 
important problem of municipal ad- 
ministration. 


Ordered filed. 


Mayor Gillen: : Mr. Messick, how 
long do you think it would take to 
make this report? 


Mr. Messick: If the work is 
started at once the report will be 
ready about the 15th of December. 
We would suggest that we have three 
or four men on our staff. I would 
supervise the work and I will ask 
one or two of our employees to work 
here continuously during the period. 
If we can have one man who is well 
acquainted with the workings of each 
department, appointed by each direc- 
tor to assist in collecting the data, 
I calculate we can have the report 
ready about the 15th of December. 


Mayor Gillen: I might say that 
there are many glaring inequalities 
in salaries among city employees. I 
know it is particularly so in my de- 
partment and I know it is so in some 
other departments. I feel that you 

.won't get real efficiency, you won't 
get the, proper kind of co-operation 
and you won’t get the results that 
we should get from city employees 
until these salaries are standardized 
or the positions are classified prop- 
erly. Now, it seems to me since the 
law has been passed authorizing the 
State Civil Service Commission to do 
this, and since the Civil Service Com- 
mission and its agents are so familiar 
with our payrolls, that they would 
be the proper agency to do this work, 
particularly so inasmuch as they 
come to us to advise us and to confer 
with us on this matter. This is 
actually a process of standardization 
in which the city employees and the 
Civil Service Commission will collab- 
orate. We are working together on 
that and it does seem to me that 
that will produce the best kind of re- 
sults. I do not think there is any 
man who can say that we do not need 
some method of standardization of 
salaries. I do not believe there is 


anybody who- would say that these 
inequalities do not work against effi- 
ciency, work against harmony and 
work against accomplishing the 
proper results that should be ac- 
complished by our city employees. 
I am willing to go right ahead and 
place my department under the Civil 
Service. Commission. I think this is 
only fair and proper to the city em- 
ployees, and once this is done we 
will have ten times less the amount 
of trouble over the salary question. 


Commissioner Monahan: Г would 
like to have the salaries of employees 
in my department standardized. 1 
have delegations calling on me every 
day urging the necessity of more 
salary for employees as they claim 
the men cannot exist on the salaries 
which they are receiving. I am in 
favor of having the Civil Service 
Commission make this standardiza- 
tion, but I think we ought to wait 
until we hear from the Municipal 
Bureau of Research before going 
ahead with this plan. 


Mr. Gwinnell: The report of the 
committee will be handed in to the 
City Commission before very long. 1 
feel that the data will be placed at the 
service of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, for after all, as I understand it, 
under the law any scheme for stand- 
ardization of salaries would have to 
come under the review of the State 
Civil Service Commission, and so this 
data or recommendations would sim- 
ply be turned over to the State Civil 
Service Commission for their use to 
help expedite the matter. 


Commissioner Archibald moved 
that this matter һе laid over for one 
week. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas — Commissioners Archibald, 
Monahan, Raymond, Mayor Gillen. 


Attorney William C. Caruso, rep- 
resenting the Barbers’ Mutual Aid 
Protective Union, consisting of two 


hundied master barbers in the city 
ol Newark, appeared before the 
Board to urge the passage of the 
ordinance closing barber shops on 
Sunday. “Тһе Barbers’ Mutual Aid 
Protective Union are unanimously in 
favor of the passage of this ordi- 
nanee. Aside from the members of 
this association there are about three 
hundred independent master barbers 
in the city who have already signi- 
fied their intention to have this ordi- 
nance passed, so that out of possibly 
540 or 550 barber shops in the city 
of Newark we have an overwhelming 
majority of master barbers in favor 
of the passage of this ordinence. 
The ordinance is also favored by a 
great majority of journeymen bar- 
bers, because after all there is abso- 
lutely no argument that can be pre- 
sented by them opposing this ordi- 
nance.” 


Counsellor E. Garfield Gifford, Mr. 
Bach of 1036 South Orange Avenue, 
Mr. Genario Saverio and Rev. Plain- 
field also appeared before the Board 
to urge the passage of the ordinance. 

Attorney Joseph J. Braelow ap- 
peared before the Board to urge the 
defeat of the ordinance on the 
ground tbat it is unjust and would 
work a great hardship upon the He- 
brew hill population. 


Commissioner Monahan: Two 
weeks agd, when this ordinance was 
taken up on first reading, I opposed 
it оп account of the fact that I 
thought the great majority of bar- 
bers were in favor of keeping open. 
І am convinced now that the ma- 
jority are in favor of closing, so I 
will vote for the ordinance. 


Mayor Gillen: I feel the same 
way as Commissioner Monahan does 
about it. The great majority of bar- 
bers seem to favor this ordinance, 
and i am with the majority where 
they so declare themselves. 


Commissioner Monahan moved 
that the following ordinance be taken 
up on second reading. 


"An ordinance to prohibit the 


opening and operation of barber 
shops in the City of Newark on. the 
first day of the week, commonly 
caled Sunday, and providing for 
penalties for violation thereof.” ` 

The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 

Yeas — Commissioners Archibald, 
Monahan, Raymond, Mayor Gillen. 


The clerk then read the ordinance 
by sections. 


Title deciared open to amendment. 


Section 1 declared open to amend- 
ment. 

Section 2 declared open to amend- 
ment. 

Section 3 declared open to amend- 
ment. 

Section 4 declared open to amend- 
ment. | 

Section 5 declared open to amend- 
ment. 

Section 6 declared open to amend- 
ment. 


The ordinance was declared open 
to amendment in all its parts. 


The ordinance having been read a 
second time, Commissioner Monahan 
moved that it be ordered to a third 
reading. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 

Yeas — Commissioners Archibald, 
Monahan, Raymond, Mayor Gillen. 


Commissioner Raymond moved 
that the ordinance be taken up on 
third reading and final passage Octo- 
ber 16th, 1919. 

The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted on the follow- 
ing votes: - 

Yeas —-Commissioners Archibald, 
Monahan, Raymond, Mayor Gillen. 


Mr. Daniel J. Spaide appeared be- 
fore the Board to oppose the present 
zoning system. ‘I represent. the Fs- 
sex Trades Council, which is opposed 
to the present zoning system of the 
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Public Service, and they ask that 
the Commissioners try to bring about 
some means of redress for the people 
of the City of Newark. It was pro- 
posed. by the Council that this Com- 
mission have their counsel attend 


‘the hearing at Montclair." 


Commissioner Raymond: The only 
way to get redress is to get rid of 
the Public Utilities Commission. 

Dr. W. G. Hanrahan: The Fed- 
eration of Improvement Associations 
went on record last Monday on this 
very proposition, and we would like 
the Board to make a vigorous pro- 
test against the zoning system here 
in the city to the Governor and to 
the Board of Publie Utilities Com- 
missioners themselves. 


Mayor Gillen assured Ше gentie- 
men that the Board is opposed. to 
the zoning system and that every- 
thing will be done by the city to 
bring about some means of redress 
for the people. 

Dr. Hanrahan: I would like to 
cali your attention to the housing 
problem. Only this morning two of 
our reputable citizens were put out 
on the street. Their rent has been 
raised $7.00. They received four 
raises within a year. They are work- 
ing people and I think this Commis- 


-sion should devise ways and means 


of getting some of the money that 
is being paid by the taxpayers and 
build bungalows or housés for the 
people to tide over this condition. 
It is makíng the very conditions that 
we do not want and is responsible for 
the unsettled social conditions 
throughout the country at the pres- 
ent time. We know that people are 


‘living in cellars and garrets because 


they have no place to go. 

Mayor Gillen: The committee 
met and I appointed Mr. O’Rourke, 
Captain Gasser and Miles Beemer, 
secretary of the State Tenement 
House Commission, to suggest some 
plan for the construction of portable 
houses in Newark, The situation is 
very serious, as Dr. Hanrahan has 
pointed out, and there are scores— 


probably hundreds—of families now 
being evicted without them having 
places to go to. Mr. O’Rourke, Cap- 
tain Gasser and Mr. Beemer believe 
that this situation could be relieved 
by the city building portable houses. 
The Board сЕ Education has several 
sites; it has the old asylum grounds, 
the vocational school site on Sussex 
Avenue and some playground sites 
that are not being used. There is 
also a big plot in the Vailsburg sec- 
tion and another big plot in the 
Weequahic Park section that could 
be used by the city. The whole 
question is to get money to pay for 
these houses. If the city had it, the 
city would not probably lose a cent 
because the people who want houses 
are willing to pay the rent. London 
and Glasgow, I think, have built a 
lot of these little houses in the pub- 
lie parks. I think the City of New- 
ark has got to do something to re- 
lieve the situation. This is an emer- 


gency and there will be a calamity 


unless we do something to meet the 
situation. Every day there are at 
least one hundred people complain- 
ing to Morgan, coming in with sum- 
monses that they are going to be 
evicted. 


Commissioner Raymond: Have we 
any legislative authority to spend 
any money for this purpose? 


City Counsel Congleton: I have 
not looked into this matter, but my 
off-hand opinion is that I know of 
no authority vested in the city to 
raise money for any such purpose. 
The Budget Act contains a provision 
for the issuance of bonds to meet 
certain emergencies, but the act 
specifies with considerable particu- 
larity the eraergencies intended, such 
as fire, flood, explosion, storm, epi- 
demic, recovery of judgment, act of 
God or the public enemy, or for the 
preservation of order ог public 
health, or for restoring to a condi- 
tion of usefulness any public prop- 
erty which has been destroyed by 
accident or by happenings that could 
not have been anticipated. 


Г am not prepared to say that 
where the statute states that we may 
issue emergency bonds for the pres- 
ervation of order or public health 
that this is broad enough to cover 
the matter now under consideration. 


The Home Rule Act, by Section 15 
of Article 87, after specifying cer- 
tain things that it may do, but did 
not inelude the erection of houses, 
provides that the governing body 
may Maintain and operate any other 
plant or facility for rendering or sup- 
plying any service or commodity 
whatscever to such municipality or 
the inhabitants thereof. 


These are the only provisions ‘hat 
I recall oft-hand that have any bear- 
ing on this subject at all. 


Mr. Anton Uhl complained that 
his cellar is always flooded after 
rainy weather due to the poor con- 
dition of the Jabez Street sewer and 
requested the Board to have this 
condition remedied at the earliest 
possible moment. 


Commissioner Raymond assured 
Mr. Uhl that the city will go right 
ahead with the work and do what- 
ever they can to relieve the situation. 


Mrs. Harrington Miller, owner of 
50 feet frontage on Backus Street, 
protested against the paving of this 
street. 


Mr. Meniken, president of the 
Northern Feather Works, complained 
of the poor transportation facilities 
to their factory through the Backus 
Street entrance. “We have been 
told that the sewer job that is now in 
process of being carried on would 
relieve that situation in Backus 
Street. If this is the case we would 
like to opposc the paving of the 
street. On the other hand, if this 
is not going to afford the necessary 
relief we would like to favor it. I 
would suggest the use of Ferdinand 
Street by the city’s wagons for cart- 
ing ashes and garbage. We own 
about 150 feet on Backus Street, and 
if the paving job is an absolute 
necessity I am in favor of it. We 
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do a great deal of export shipping 
and we have had trucks break right 
Сома on Backus Street.” 

Engineer Howell, who was called 
преп by Commissioner Raymond, 
stated that this improvement was 
started not only for the benefit of 
the property owners but also for the 
benefit of the garbage wagons for the 
delivery of garbage and ashes, and 
that the city at large will stand at 
least 50% of the assessment for this 
improvement. He stated that the 
sewer would not afford any relief 
or make any improvement in Backus 
Street. 

Engineer Costello stated that he 
did not think the city ought to use 
Ferdinand Street for transport ng 
ashes, etc., as it was a round about 
way and would waste time and labor. 

Commissioner Raymond: This is 
one of the cases where we have to 
make the improvement and the city 
pays half the assessment. We cannot 
always regard each individual owner 
where it is so necessary to make the 
improvement. In this case I do not 
think we can postpone the paving of 
the street. 


Mayor Gillen offered the following 
resolutions: 


RESOLVED, That the sum of 
Twenty-two thousand seven hundred 
and forty-four dollars and eighty- 
two cents ($22,744.82) be and the 
same is hereby appropriated to the 
‘ity Treasurer as per annexed cer- 
tified list, being the semi-monthly 
payrolls of the Department of Public 
Affairs from September 16th, 1919, 
to September 30th, 1919, as follows:

Mr. John Strahan appeared before 
the Board and made the following 
statement: “Мг. Mayor and gentle- 
men, Г am here today to represent 
the National Daylight Saving Asso- 
ciation. I might say a word just 
what it is and what they aim for. 
It is а non-partisan and non-politi- 
cal organization. About two or three 
years ago, before the passage of a 
National Act, the members of this 
association endeavored to have Con- 
gress pass a National Law on day- 
light saving. Since Congress has re- 
voked this National Daylight Saving 
Law an effort has been made to 
have the various municipalities and 
States pass local ordinances and 
State laws to have this daylight sav- 
ing continued. I have a memoran- 
dum here which I will distribute to 
the Commissioners, with a sample 
ordinance which is now being sug- 
gested in New York City and 
will in all probability be passed 
in New York City. The old 
law was a seven month law, run- 
ning from March to October. The 
principal objection to this was that 
it ran too long.People said they had 
to get up in the dark in March and 
October, and the principal objection 


to the old law was that it ran 
too long. The new ordinance or 
law which is being suggested 


by the Daylight Saving Association 
runs from the last Sunday да April 
to the last Sunday in September. 
Our object is, if possible, to get the 
Commissioners of Newark to take 
up this question with a view to pass- 
ing a local ordinance similar to the 
one now being suggested in New 
York City; also that a committee be 
appointed to investigate this matter 
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ihiough public hearings, and if pos- 
Sible to get other local municipali- 
ties to pass similar ordinances 50 
that we can all get the same law and 
be in unity with New York City, so 
that the commuters will have the 
same time here as: in New York 
City. I do not think there is much 
doubt but what the people in New 
York City and the Eastern States 
are in favor of this daylight saving. 
The Congressmen from New Jersey 
voted as a unit for it. Representa- 
tives of the Eastern States have been 
strongly in favor of daylight saving, 
but have been outvoted by repre- 
sentatives from rural communities. 
The question will be brought up that 
there will be confusion unless it is 
universal, and that people will not 
be able to get trains at the right 
time. I merely want to say that 
this daylight saving was first intro- 
duced in Cleveland, Ohio, and the 
people there got to know that it 
was one hour ahead of standard time 
and they got along with it very well 
and there was no confusion, and if 
а city like Cleveland can get along 
with it, it seems to me if the cities 
of the East would get together on 
this thing and get unity they could 
get a daylight saving law back on 
the statute books." . 

Mr. Strahan then furnished each 
of the Commissioners with a copy 
of a proposed ordinance, which he 
stated was being suggested by his 
association throughout the country. 


Jommissioner Archibald: I think 
it is a good thing. What have they 
done with it in New York, Mr. 
Strahan? 


Mr. Strahan: I understand that 
New York State has already passed a 
daylight saving law, but there seems 
to be a doubt whether the New York 
State Legislature is going to work 
out. New York City is going to 
suggest this ordinance. I believe it 
is before the Board of Aldermen 
now and they are holding public 
hearings on the question. It seems 


certain that it will be passed. The 
sentiment of the Board of Aldermen 
seems to be very strong in favor of 
it. I am sure it will be passed and 
if it is it would be very foolish to 
have New York City on one basis 
and big cities in New Jersey on 
another. If I get definite informa- 
tion as to what has been done in 
New York I will appear again before 
this Commission and let you know. 


Mr. L. J. Werner, of 444 Forest 
Street, Arlington, N. J., appeared be- 
fore the Board and complained of 
alleged unfair treatment he had ге- 
ceived at the Sixth Precinct Police 
Court. “Gentlemen, I come here 
today to complain of unjust treat- 
ment in a charge preferred against 
me by Mayor Mravlag, of Elizabeth, 
jn the Sixth Precinct Police Court. 
Following are the facts in the case: 
Ou Friday at noon I was driving 
my car up Elizabeth Avenue and 
ahead of me was a car which was 
driven very rapidly, and it appeared 
to me that the driver was drunk or 
having no control over his machine. 


He was driving at times fast, at. 


times slow, and principally occupy- 
ing the center of the street, that is 
the left side of his car was at trolley 
tracks and occupying the centre 
of the street so that по one 
could pass him. I had 10 pull 
up to the right side. I blew my 
horn, to which he paid no attention. 
Then I saw a trolley coming towards 
me so I pulled toward the right 
curb and the man immediately no- 
ticed me coming from behind, turns 
to the right and crowds me pretty 
nearly on the sidewalk. Of course 
I slowed down as I was not going 
fast. Then he immediately went 
right ahead after cursing me or 
something. Half a mile further he 
gets a policeman and has me ar- 
rested for breaking the law in 
passing him оп the right side. 
He represents himself аѕ the 
Mayor of Elizabeth, Mr. Mraviag, 
and the policeman naturally took us 
to the Sixth Precinct Police Court, 


where he formally made charges 
against mé and I had to deposit $25 
to appear the following day for a 
hearing. I arrived at the court at 
9 o'clock, and in passing the private 


chamber of the judge, I found that 


Mr. Mravlag was already in ‘the 
chamber With the judge. Court did 
not open until 10:30 or quarter to 
eleven. During all that time Mr. — 
Mraviag was in the judge’s private 
room, and I have heard things which 
make me think that the application 
of justice and law was swayed in 
favor of Mayor Mravlag. When my 
case was called the judge asked Mr. 
Mravlag to state his side of the 
story. Immediately I was asked 
whether I was guilty or not guilty 


'and without giving me a chance to 


state my side of the story. I said I 
was guilty of passing this man's 
right rear wheel." 


Commissioner Brennan: Тпе 
records show that you pleaded guilty 
to passing a standing trolley car. 


Mr. Werner: I never saw a stand- 
ing trolley car. I told the judge I 
had the testimony of my witness in 
an affidavit, but I could not produce 
him Та court as he was in the Air 
Service of the Army at Greenwich, 
Conn., and he had to get back that 
day. The judge told me not to think 
that I could fool him with any fake 
affidavits. I feel I have been de- 
prived of a lawful hearing and I can- 
not go any further. I cannot afford 
to spare any money to take this 
case to a higher court, but I have 
been instructed by the management 
of my factory to appear before you 
and advise Commissioner Brennan 
of the facts. I bring this matter to 
your attention for consideration. 


Commissioner Brennan: Is it 
not a fact that you did not have 
any witnesses there? 


Mr. Werner: Т could not have 
my witness there because he: was 
in Greenwich, Conn., and could not 
get in court in time, and it seems 
to me if the court had any aecount 
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ot human sense which most of us 
vossess he would advise me to pro- 
duce the witness at some future date 


Commissioner Raymond: He 
seems to be complaining of mis- 
conduct of the judge. и 


Mr. Werner: Yes, I feel I have 
not been treated fairly. 

Commissioner Raymond advised 
Xr. Werner to go and see Judge 


Boettner and have him reopen the 
case and give him a hearing, in view 
of the fact that he did not have 
his witness with him and that the 
Board would notify Judge Boettner 
of his appearance before this Board

fore this Board and that he had been 
advised to see the judge with nis 
witness and explain his case with 
а view to having the injustice cor- 
recied, if any exists.

To the Commissioners of 
The City of Newark: 


The subscribers respectfully pre- 
sent that they are.property owners 
and residents in the immediate vi- 
cinity of No. 13 Orchard Street, in 
the City of Newark, New Jersey; that 
there has been upon said No. 18 Or- 
chard Street for many years a jewel- 
ry factory which has recently changed 
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hands and is now undergomg altera- 
tions; that within the last few days 
they have been credibly informed 
and believe it to be true that the said 
factory, when altered, is to be used 
for the manufacture of celluloid 
goods, а substance highly inflammable 
and involving an extreme fire risk, 
not only to the place upon which the 
business is conducted, but also to 
neighboring property; that there are 
now being built upon the said fac- 
tory premises vaults for the storage 
of celluloid, or like substances— 
provisions which in themselves dem- 
onstrate the extreme inflammable 
character of the material to be car- 
ried upon the place. 


It is probably within the recollec- 
tion of the Commissioners that years 
ago a celluloid plant was permitted 
to exist upon Mechanic Street, in 
the City of Newark, in which there 
were frequent fires, and which was 
finaly totally destroyed with loss of 
life through a fire lasting for more 
than two days. Since this disastrous 
fire it has been the general opinion 
of our people that factories, involv- 
ing such dangers, ought not to be 
carried on in the heart of the city, 
and up to the present time none have 
been permitted. 


Your petitioners respectfully show 
that it is unjust to their property 
interest, hazardous beyond reasona- 
ble limits to those residing in the 
locality affected, and against the bet- 
ter judgment of all those who have 
the interests of Newark at heart to 
permit the use of the proposed fac- 
tory for the proposed purpose, and 
respectfully petition that your body 
exercise its authority to prevent the 
use of the factory for the manufac- 
ture of articles made of celluloid or 
like inflammable material.
